an unusually hoary growth of vegeta- 
tion. Weeds and grasses have attulued 
enormous {proportions nnd covered un- 
cultivated grounds. For a month or 
more vegetation has been going to de- 
cay, and on account of tho very moist 
state of the ground fulling leaves and 
decaying grasses nnd weeds rot Instend 
of drying as Is usually the case. Betides 
there tiro many stagnant pools of water 
which become very impure. 
These, 


with tho decaying vegetation, naturally 
breed malaria, nnd bring on chills and 
fever. Thus much for tho cause, nnd 
now for tho remedy, Tho Inttor will bo 
found In cutting and burning everything 
that is destined to go lo decay. All 
weeds and unused grasses, together with 
potato vines and everything else Hint 
cannot be turned to good account should 
be committed to the llaiucs. The burn- 
ing process serves n double purpose: first 
in disposing of tho manorial consumed, 
nnd the lire attracts to itaulf nil noxious 
ami hurtful gases, thus purifying the at- 
mosphere.
